The sale opened last Friday , a week 
ago, and already President Coleman 
is receiving calls for more seals.

field for philanthropic work 
among 
victims of the white plague in Indi­ 
ana is shown at the State Tubercu­ 
losis Hospital, at Rockville. 
The 
capacity of this new institution is so 
limited that the quota of 
patients 
from each county is fix ed, 
and in 
several counties the full quota is not 
only kept at the hospital, but waiting 
lists have been formed. The institu­ 
tion has a regular capacity for IOO 
patients, while the number has by 
overcrowding at times reached 140. 
Meanwhile there are hundreds of 
incipient and advanced cases out in 
tile state 
unprovided for. 
This is 
leading many county 
societies 
for 
the study and prevention of tubercu- 
sis to gather funds through the sale 
of Red Cross Christmas Seals with 
which to establish fresh air camps 
or hospitals, and in several counties 
the Christmas Seals money is being 
added 
to 
hospital 
appropriations 
made by county commissioners. 
At Evansville, New Albany , South 
Bend, Fort Way ne and Terre Haute 
camps are being operated by anti­ 
tubercular 
societies 
on 
ex tensive 
scales and the movement is spread­ 
ing rapidly to other counties. 
Since 
75 per cent of the Christmas Seals 
money is used in home work, these 
holiday stickers are a great help in 
starting funds and movements, and 
there is promise that within a com­ 
paratively short time 
each 
county 
will in a large measure be taking care 
of its own 
tubercular patients, as 
well as educating the public on how 
to escape the disease.

Reselling Waters Reveal Ter­ 


rible Qevastaiion. 


Austin, Tex., Dec. 5.—Minions of dol­ 
lars damage and the loss of at least a 
dozen lives now being revealed in its 
wake, the greatest floods that have 
ever been exp erienced in central and 
northern Texas are beginning to re­ 
cede. 
Driven from their homes by the ris­ 
ing waters, hundreds of p eop le have 
returned to find their dwellings swep t 
away or wrecked. It is feared that dis­ 
ease will follow in many sections as 
the resu lt of the u nsanitary conditions 
caused by the floods.

FUTURE OF THE 
GERMAN EMPIRE 


Involved In Rapidly Growing 


Revolt. 


“KAISER’S GOAT” AT STAKE 


Clash Between the Civil and the Mili­ 
tary Authorities Threatens to Reach 
a Critical Stage at Any Moment, 
While the Reichstag Overwhelmlng* 
ly Voices Its Lack of Confidence In 
the Kaiser's Chancellor. 


Berlin, Dec. 5.—By an overwhelming 
majority 
the 
reichstag 
adopted 
a 
vote of lack of confidence in the im­ 
perial chancellor and the government 
as an expression, by praliament of its 
disapproval of the government’s sup­ 
port of the military against the civil 
authorities In Alsace-Lorraine. 
The 
vote was 293 to 54. 
For the second time in five years, 
Donaueschingen, where the kaiser is 
hunting foxes, will be the scene of an 
important conference affecting the fu­ 
ture of the German empire. Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the imperial chan­ 
cellor, has left for that place. 
Count 
Von Wedel, the viceroy of Alsace, and 
Lieutenant 
General Von 
Deimllng, 
commander of troops there, have been 
ordered by the kaiser to report to him 
at Donaueschingen, and are hurrying 
thither. 
It is a peculiar coincidence that 
when the effects of the Daily Tele­ 
graph interview with the kaiser were 
shaking the throne in 1908, the kaiser 
also went to visit his friend Prince 
Von Furstenberg, whose estates are at 
Donaueschingen. 
There has been a recurrence of the 
trouble in Alsace. It is reported from 
Metz that civilians attacked a party 
of soldiers. 
The effect of the agita­ 
tion which started because of the be­ 
havior of the 
troops at Zabern, is 
shrown also in the report of an excit­ 
able Alsatian recruit at Hoxter throw­ 
ing down his rifle during drill and re­ 
fusing to obey orders, for which he 
was arrested. 
A London newspaper photographer 
was arrested at Zabern by order of 
Lieutenant Schadt, of whom he was 
trying to obtain a photograph In the 
street. 
He was released by the civil 
court, which held that there was no 
ordinance forbidding photographing. 
The National Gazette says that the 
kaiser’s ooat (the officers' uniform) is 
being made a fetich in Germany, like 
GesBier's hat, referring to the famous 
William Tell episode ta the Swiss 
hero's fight for his country's indepen­ 
dence. 
It is believed ta parliamentary cir­ 
cles that Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg 
will Insist on resigning if the kaiser 
fails to support the chancellor's aul 
tude In the reichstag. Dr. Von Beth 
mann-Hollweg has been extremely un­ 
popular for two years. 
There is no 
doubt that all parties, including even 
the Conservatives who voted for him, 
desire his downfall This is the feel­ 
ing even in high military and govern­ 
ment circles, where he Is regarded as 
being too weak in foreign policy and 
afraid to tell the kaiser the truth about 
international affairs. 
The chancellor spoke passionately 
and angrily in the reichstag in defend­ 
ing his position. He admitted that the 
oo un try ta passing through a grave 
crisis as a result of the dash between 
the military and cfvil element* 
The Socialists ar© elated that the 
other parties tar the first time voted 
with them solidly with the exception 
of the Conservatives. 
The unsatisfying nature of Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg** explanations In 
the 
Imperial 
parliament 
and 
the 
brusque statement of Major General 
Erich Von Falkenhayn, minister of 
war, It Is pointed out, not only led to 
the passage of the resolution express­ 
ing non-confidence In the government 
but have made possible a serious hitch 
ta the budget program. It Is not un­ 
likely that the imperial parliament 
will refuse to proceed with the discus­ 
sion of the budget until it receives sat­ 
isfactory guaranties that there will be 
no repetition of such incidents as those 
which have occurred at Zabern.

Tar paper and pine, used in the tem­ 
porary monkey quarters, ignited and 
caused a rapid spread of the fire. The 
interior structure was burning over 
the entire 100x180 feet area by the 
time the fire department could reach 
the park.
